RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION AND ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT 
In response to the Official Action dated February 26, 2003, Applicants elect, with 
traverse. Group I, Claims 2-11, 18 and 1, 12-17, 19-21 (all in part) wherein F is formula (4), 
drawn to 1,4-DHPs. With the election of Group I, Applicants note that an election of Species 
is not required. In the event that the Examiner later determines that an election of Species is, 
in fact, required. Applicants elect, with traverse, the compound of Example 12 (the structure 
of which is shown on page 1 17 of the specification). Claims 2-11,18 and 1, 12-17, 19-21 
read on the elected species. 

REMARKS 

The Office has restricted this application as follows under 35 U.S.C. §121: 

Group I: Claims 2- 11 , 1 8 and 1 , 1 2- 1 7, 1 9-2 1 (all in part) wherein F is formula 
(4), drawn to 1,4-DHPs; and 

Group II: Claims 1, 12-17, 19-21 (all in part) wherein F is formula (5)-(8), drawn 
to tricylic hetero-compounds. 

In addition, the Examiner is requiring an election of a single disclosed species if 

Group II is elected.
